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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner respectfully maintains the §112 1st 
paragraph rejection for claims 1-18. The cited limitations in claims 1,10,14, and 16 are not provided in the applicant's specification. In 
addition, the Applicant's explanation on page 8 of paper number 18, states that the support for the claimed limitations are not the same 
as described in the specification. The Examiner tried to correlate the claim and specifcation and could not establish the relation. 
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
